ſo great Happinels, v. 2. Then [aid they 7 


the 
_ Heathen, the Lord hath done great Things for them: 
In which the Heathens themſelves accompa- 


nied us, ſaying, This truly is the Loxp's work, 


who hath magnify'd his Power in the ſtrange 
Deliverance of this Nation. 


They that ſow in Tears, ſhall reap in Foy. A 
Time to weep, and a Time to laugh: GoD 
does commonly call us to Mourning and La- 
mentarion before we are to hear the Voice 
of Joy and Gladneſs: And the truth of this 


appears in the works of Nature, of Grace, and 
Providence. 


Or Nature; There was Darkneſs before 
Light, the Evening and the Morning were the 


firſt Day. The Earth muſt be prepared and 


mollified by Showers of Rain, and then the 
Plow will pierce it, and the Work will go on 
with Eafe and Pleaſure ; the Seed that is ſowed 
muſt be moiſtened with the Dew of Heaven 
before it ſhoots forth, and then afterwards 
with the former and latter Rain before the 
Husbandman is partaker of the precious Fruits 
of the Earth ; before he comes with the joy 
of Harveſt bringing bis Sheawves with him. And 
it is the ſame with Plants and Trees, neither 
the one nor the other grew at the firſt Crea- 
tion, no not in Edens Garden, till there went 
up a Miſt from the Earth and watered the 
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whole Face of the Ground. Thus a righteous 
Man, is likened to 4 Tree planted by the water- 
fide, which bringeth forth his Fruit in due 
Seaſon, whoſe Leaf does not wither, but is al- 
ways fat and flouriſhing; and thoſe which wi- 
ther and die away, to a Plant in dry Ground. 


I vn the Work of Grace. The chief Spring of 
Converſion or Repentance is a Godly Sorrow, 
from the Senſe of Gob's Goodneſs unto us, 
and our Ingratitude unto him: At firſt ſuch 
Pious Souls might make their Bed to ſwim, 
and water their Couch with their Tears. A 
Soul muſt be weary and heavy laden before it 
can come to Chriſt: The remembrance of Sin 
muſt be grievous, and the burthen intolerable 
befofe they are qualified to go to him whoſe 
Toke ii eaſy, and whoſe Burthen is light ; it is an 
humble and a broken Heart, an humble and 
contrite Spirit that is the proper Object of the 
Divine Mercy and Goodneſs: We can but faint- 
ly expreſs the Pangs and Agonies of the new 
Birth; but as the Scripture doth ſet forth the 
moſt cutting Anguiſh by the Throws of a Wo- 
man in Travail, ſhe ſhall bring forth in Sorrow; 
ſo. there is none but thoſæ who have the ex- 
perience of it can tell what are the unſpeak- 
able ſtruggles to be turned from Darkneſs to 
Light: We muſt be born again before we can enter 
into the Kingdom of Heaven, and as the Natural 
Birth is accompanied with Pain and Cries, fo 
the Spiritual with Sighs and Groans which 
cannot be uttered ; the Time of Sorrow 1s not 
long in either of them, Jobn xvi. 21. A wo- 
man when ſhe is in travail hath Sorrow becauſe ber 
Hour is come, but as ſoon as ſhe is delivered of the 
Child, ſhe remembreth no more the anguiſh, 45

Foy that a Man is born into the World : So when 
we arc regenerate and born again, and made 
the Children of God by Ne and Grace 
the Fruits thereof are Joy unſpeakable and full 
of Glory, Matth. v. 4. Bleſſed are they that mourn, 
for they ſhall be comforted. | 


I's the Works of Providence, as to particu- 
lar Perſons, as to Nations and Churches. 


THrerRE was no Man in the Earth like 
Job, a perfect anduptight Man, one that fear- 
ed Gop; and yet for a ſhort Time Gop ſhew- 
ed him great and ſore Troubles; he waited 
with Patience and the Lo R D was pitiful and 
of tender Mercy, bleſſing his latter end more 
than his beginning: After Gop had raiſed him 
from his low Eſtate, his Stock being doubled, 
he lived to ſee his Sons, and his Sons Sons, even 


four Generations, and died in a good Old-age, 


full of Riches, and full of Honour. 


David a Man after Gop's own Heart was 
ſlandered by many; Saul fought to ſlay him, 
and he was hunted as he complains himſelf, 
as a Partridge upon the Mountains ; thoſe that ſate 
in the Gate ſpoke againſt him, and he was the 
Song of the Drunkards : Yet, quickly after made 


King, and Gor gave his Maſter's Houſe into 


his Hands and deliver'd him from the ftriv- 
ings of the People, made foreign Nations ſub- 
je& to him, and a People whom I have not 


known ſhall ſerve me, Pſal. xviii. 44. As ſoon © | 


as they hear of me, they ſhall obey me, many ſhall 
heartily ſubmit themſelves to me, and others 
ſhall diſſemble their Hatred and offer me their 
Service, v. 45. The Strangers ſhall fade avay.

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They trembled and fell, like withered Leaves 
at the found of my Name. GO Þ made him 
the Head of the Heathen clothing his Ene- 
mies with ſhame, but upon his Head did the 
Crown flouriſh; Go p made him a gracious 
Promiſe, that 'There ſhould never be wanting 
to David one to fit upon the Throne. 


Jesvs CRRIS T, who was the brightneſs 
of the Father's Glory, and the expreſs Image 
of his Perſon, who was in the Form of Gop, 
and thought it no robbery to be equal with 
Gop, in whom the fulneſs of the Godhead 
dwelt bodily, was a Man of Sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with Grief, ſtricken, ſmitten of Gop 
and afflited, his Soul was exceeding ſorrowful 
even uuto Death, who ſweat as it were great 
drops of Blood, who died the curſed, the pain- 
ful, the ignominious Death of the Croſs, and 
ſeemed to ſet in a Cloud: Behold and ſee if 
there was any Sorrow like his Sorrow, in the 
Day that the Loxp afflicted him, thus it be- 
came him to ſuffer before he reigned ; but 
now GoD hath exalted him on high, and 


given him a Name above every Name, who is 


now entred into his Kingdom, and /its on the 
right Hand of God, being King of Kings, and Lord 
of Lords. Thus in the Son of Gob himſelf the 


Crown of Glory was preceeded by a Crown 
of Thorns. | | 


Now to give an Inſtance in Nations and 
Churches: Some Years after the Flood all 
Mankind had corrupted their ways, Gop cal- 
led Abraham from, Ur of the Caldeans,who left 
his Native Country and his Father's Houſe 
and went to Canaan, where he was both a

Stranger and a Sojourner, and tho* he was 
eminent for his Faith in Gop by offering up 
his only Son, yet his Seed were to be Stran- 
gers ina Land that was not theirs, and were 
to ſerve their Enemies that ſhould afflict and 
evil intreat them for many Years. Let us take 
a turn to Egypr, and behold what was their 
uſage there; all Foſeph's Time no reaſon to 
complain, who placed them in Goſhen, the 
richeſt Soil in all that Kingdom; but when a- 
nother King aroſe who knew him not, how 
were they oppreſſed? Their Enemies made their 


Lives bitter wich hard Bondage, and made 


them ſerve with Rigour: How was God himſelf 
affected with their deplorable State ? I have 
ſeen the aff|ition of my People which is in Egypt, 
T bawve heard their Cry, for 1 know their Sorrows, 
and I am come down to deliver them ; after that 
a Red-Sea was paſſed over, and they were to 
go through a great, a terrible, and a howhng 
Wildernels, and alſo over Jordan before they 
came to the promiled Land ; and when they 
were fitted for it by Tryals and Afflictions, 
GoD in a miraculous manner gave them Poſ- ' 
ſeſſion of the Land of Cavaen, the richeſt of 
all Lands, a Land flowing with Milk and 
Honey, a Land wherein they might eat Bread 
Without any ſcarceneſs; Thax ſhalt not lack 
any Thing in it; where they were fed with the 
Kidneys of the Wheat, and drank the pure 
Blood of the Grape; a Land whoſe Stones 
were Iron, and out of whoſe Hills thou might- | 
eſt dig Braſs; in ſhort, Gop gave them the 
Lands of the Heathen, and they inhericed the 
Labours of the People: What a train of Mira- 
cles did attend them thither, and by degrees 
to what an high Pitch of Glory was that Na- 
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tion, eſpecially Feraſalem the Capital - raiſed 
to; when Gop had brought their Enemies 
in ſubjection under their Hand, and gave them 
reſt in all their Borders. When David had 
ſubdued their Enemies, and Solomon had built 
the Temple, they might well ſing with the 
Pſalmiſt, Walk about Zion, and go round about 
her, tell the Towers thereof, mark well her Bul- 
warks, conſider her Palaces ; for this God is our 
God for ever and ever, he will be our Guide ' even 
unto Death. 


Ax p as the Jewiſh, ſo alſo the Chriſfiar 
Church was Planted in Tears and Blood ; 
Darkneſs before Light. When our Bleſſed Sa- 


viour who was G0p manifeſt in the Fleſh 


to fave Sinners from the Wrath to come; to 
reconcile them unto God, to bring Life and Immor- 
tality to Light, to purchaſe for them an Inheritance 
incorruptible, and undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away; tells his Followers, That they muſt ex- 
pet Sorrow, that as the World had hated him, fo 


it would hate them, that through many Tribula- 


tions they muſt enter into the Kingdom of Heaven, 
John xvi. 20. Verih, werily, I ſay unto you, that 
ye ſhall weep and lament, and you ſhall be ſorrow- 
ful, but your Sorrow ſhall be turned into Foy. 
When a Church was to be formed, it was not 
as Adam immediately put into Eden, a Place 
of Eaſe and Delight; but in a Wilderneſs full 
of Briars and Thorns: The Croſs was their 
badge here, and the Crown their reward here- 
after. And this his Diſciples quickly found 
by Experience ; for no ſooner was he received 
into Glory, and the Gifts and Graces of the 
Holy Spirit poured down upon them, the Go- 
ſpel Preached, and a Church Planted, but 
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quickly a great Perſecution was raiſed againſt 
them that were at Fernſalem,' and they were all 
ſcattered abroad; their Enemies breathed out 
Threatnings and Slaughter againſttbem, St. Stephen 


was ſtoned, and St. James was ſlain with the 


Sword: And as their Numbers encreaſed, fo 
did the rage of their Enemies; all the Apoſtles 
died violent Deaths, St. 7obn excepted. Per- 
ſecution followeth Godlineſs as the Shadow 
doth the Body, 2 Tim. iii. 12. All that will 
live Godly in Chriſt Feſus muſt ſuffer Perſecution. 
It were endleſs to go through all the Suffer- 
ings of the Chriſtians for the firſt Three Ages; 
allow me to give an hint of the laſt, as it was 
the longeſt, fo it was the blackeſt Perſecution. 
The moſt effectual Arts were us d to extirpate 


Chriſtianity ; the gates of Hell then tried their 


Strength, all were commanded to deliver up 
the Holy Scriptutes, that ſo they might at 
once ſink the Chriſtian Religion: Whether 
Papal Rome has not Copied after Rome Pagan 
I will leave others to Judge. There is a Pro- 
mile, That the Rod of the Wicked ſhall not always 
reſt upon the Back of the Righteons. A. bright 
Scene was opened, the Voice of Joy and Glad- 
neſs was heard, the Emperor became a Chri- 


ſtian, and a Nurſing Father co the Church of 
CHR1sT; which had then a long Time of | 


Peace and Happineſs, but as Riches encreaſed, 
and liberal Endowments were made by gene- 
rous Princes, ſo Superſtition and Will-wor- 
ſhip, not to ſay any worſe, ſpread every where, 
ſo that the whole Head was ſick, and the whole 
Heart faint, a long Night of Darkneſs and groſs 
Ignorance. But when by the benefit of Print- 
ing Knowledge was revived, the moſt Learn- 
ed and Godly Men were quickly ſenſible there 
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was an abſolute neceſſity of reforming and 
purging the Church from its Dregs, which by 
2a ſurprizing Chain of moſt amazing Providen- 
ces was begun here in the Reign of Henry VIII. 
who broke off the Papal Yoke, rooted up the 
old and rotten Oaks, I mean, the Abbeys and 
Nunneries; and gave his Subjects leave to read 
the Holy Scriptures in their Mother- Tongue. 
What was then ſo happily begun, was brought 
to a greater degree of Perfection in the Time 
of our Engliſh Joſiab, Edward VI. And had 
our Diſcipline been as effectually reform'd, as 


our Doctrine and Worſhip, the Engliſh Church 


might have been juſtly ſtyl'd, The Perfection of 


Beauty, the Foy of the avbole Earth. But when for 
the crying Sins of the People, GoD was plea- 
ſed to take away that Phenix of the Age, when 
2 Maſs and Idolatry was ſet up all the Nation over 
by Queen Mary, who broke her Promiſe with 
the Suffolk Men, (but it is a Maxim of that 
Church, Not to keep Faith with Hereticks) 
and ſhe got Cruel Laws to be made, und put 
in execution, with an unrelenting Rage; 
then the Reformation, as well as Chriſtianity, 


was planted in Tears and Blood. Take a 
taſte of the mercileſs Temper of Papiſts, and 
the Joy of Proteſtant Sufterers, in the Mari 
ou Perſecution; and the beſt View I can give, 
is, is recording the laſt Words of that glo- 
nous Company of Martyrs ; I ſhall juſt men- 
tion ſome of the tirſt Worthies. When Rogers 
was led to Smithfield, in few Words, he detir'd 


the People, To continue in the Doctrine 
= cc 1 
that he had taught them; and for which 


he did molt gladly relign his Life and Fleſh, 
B 2 th to 
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& to the comſuming Fire. When Hooper was 
perſuaded to accept of the Queen's Mercy, 
ſince Life was ſweet, and Death bitter: He 
anſwer d, The Death that was to come af- 
© ter, was more bitter; and the Life that 
cc was to come, was moſt ſweet.” When 
Sanders came to the Stake, he embrac'd it, and 
ſaid, © Welcome, the Croſs of Chriſt ; wel- 


ee come everlaſting Life.” When Bradford 


came to the Place of Suffering, he took 
a Faggot in his Hands, and kiſſed it, and ſo 
likewiſe kiſſed the Stake, and cry'd, © O Eng- 
* land, repent, repent, beware of Idolatry, 
c and falſe Anti-chriſts. His laſt Words were, 
Strait is the Way, and narrow «the Gate, that 
* leadeth into Eternal Liſe, and few there be that 
* ſind it. When Ridley and Latimer, came 


to the Stake, they embrac'd one another with 


great Affection. Ridley ſaying to Latimer, 
** Be of good Heart, Brother, for Go p will 
* either aſſwage the fury of the Flame, or 
** enable us to abide it, And Latimer to him, 
© Be of good Comfort, we ſhall this Day 
light ſuch a Candle in England, as I truit | 
* by GodDs Grace ſhall never be put out. 
Philpot, as he was led into Smithfield, kneeld 
down, and ſaid, I will pay my Vows, in 
e thee, O Smithfield. When he was brought 
to the Stake, he ſaid, © Shall I diſdain to ſuf- 
** fer at this Stake, ſince my Redeemer did not 
* refuſe to ſuffer on the Croſs for me? Per- 
haps, ſome may count it foreign to my Diſ- 
courle, to obſerve, That Ridley and Hoepor, | 
who had a warm Conteft about the Epiſcopal } 
Veſtments, ſuffer'd moſt in the Fire. Before 
their Death, there was a perfect Reconciliati- 
on; and they, that could not agree about 


White 
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White and Black, did at laſt agree in Red; I 


mean, in giving their Lives as a Teſtimony 
to the Truth of the Proteſtant Religion. 


A Learned Prelate obſerves, That Queen 
Mary I. was a Woman of a ſtrict and innocent 
Life, and conſtant at her Devotions ; that al- 
low'd herſelf few of the Diverſions with which 
Courts abound ; ſo that it is manifeſt, it 
was not her, but her Religion, that was the 
true Spring of all this Cruelty. We read, after 
the firſt ſharp. Perſecution, That the Churches 
had reſt throughout all Judea, and were edified ; 
and walking in the Fear of the LORD, and in 
the Comfort of the Holy Ghoſt, were multiplied. 
As ſoon as good Queen Elizabeth came to the 
Throne, ſhe pitied the ſighing of the Priſoners, 
and thoſe that were appointed unto Death ; ſhe 
commanded their Fetters to be knock'd off, 
and all ſet at Liberty that were in Priſon for 
Righteouſneſs Sake. 


SHE herſelf in her Siſter's Time was long 
kept a cloſe Priſoner, and when diſcharged 
retired into the Country, and gave herſelf 
wholly to Study; and thus ſhe paſſed ſome 
Years under no ſmall Apprehenſion, either of 
a violent, or a treacherous Death: Which 
was perhaps a neceſſary Preparation for that 
high Degree to which ſhe was ſoon after ad- 
vanced, and which ſhe held in the greateſt 
and longeſt Courſe of Proſperity that ever 
any of her Sex attained unto. 


As the Conſideration of the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion was the chief Meaſure of our Councils 
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all the Reign of her dear Brother, ſo it was 


alſo in hers ; ſhe put herſelf at the Head of the 
Proteſtant Intereſt, ſupported the Reformed 
in Scotland, and in France, and in the latter 
Henry IV. was in à fair way to have ruined 
the League, all Oppoſition falling before him, 
and his Army was at the very Gates of Paris ; 
and had not he meanly apoftatized, France 
might even now have been a Proteſtant King- 


dom. However the Reformed got the Edict 


of Nants, by which a full Liberty for the 


free exerciſe of their Religion, and ſeveral | 


ſtrong Forts for their Security; among which 
Kochel the Chief. And when the King of 
Spain was invading the Liberties of the Low- 
Countries, and endeavouring to bring in the In- 
quiſition ; She then aſſiſted them ar firſt more 
covertly with Money and Arms; but afterwards 
more openly with regular Troops. So that ſhe 
put them in a Condition to ſecure their Li- 
berties ; and ſhe with them intirely broke the 
Power of Spain, which was then aiming at an 
Univerſal Monarchy. She did great Things 
for thoſe bleſſed Provinces ; and when we 
were in Straits they did as much for us; chear- 
fully venturing their Fleet, their Army, and 
their All, to fave us from the Lyon's Mouth; 
and GoD was pleaſed ro Crown all with 
moſt wonderful Succeſs. . Without this Delive- 
rance, we had in all probability before this 
Time, been ſunk into all the Corruptions of 
Popery, and into all the Miſeries of Slavery, 


TRE Primitive and the Reformed Church 
ſowtd in Tears, and ſo did we at the Revoluti- 


on: How great were the Agonies we were 
then 
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then in ! How did we beſtege Heaven with 


our inceſſant Prayers, pour out our Souls to 
Go p, and weep in ſecret when our Enemies 
were ready to ſwallow us up quick ; their 
Wrath was ſo kindled againſt us; when the 
Sons of the Prophets were expelled from the 
Beautiful Seminary of Learning, when the 
Locuſts were creeping in and taking Poſſeſ- 
ſion of our Chapels and Chambers. Ah! Ox- 


ford, Oxford, Ah! Magdalen-College ; remem- 


ber and let all thy Sons that have been educated 
in thee ſince, remember the Vows and Promi- 
ſes that were then made in the hour of Diſtreſs. 
I remember with Joy that Heavenly Temper 
for Peace and Love, that did then ſpread among 
Proteſtants of all Denominations ; when Po- 
pery our ſtanding and formidable Enemy was 
coming in like an Innundation upon us, what 
an happy Turn was there then upon the 


& Minds o People, both high and low, rich and 


f poor together! With mine own Eyes, I ſaw 
the late Qu EN acting a Part in the Glo- 


rious Revolution; who generouily left her 
Father's Houſe and run the Riſque of all, and 
put too her helping Hand to ſave the Church 
and State that were then in real Danger: I 


hope, this will be remembred to her laſting 


Honour. At the ſame Time, I ſaw a Noble 
Prelate at the Head of thoſe Military Troops, 
who were raiſed to guard her, and to ſupport 
that great Work. 1 hopel may be allowed 
to mention our Learned and Pious Biſhop who 
in this Righteous Undertaking acted in Con- 
cert with the Chief of the then dignified 
Clergy : What he then did I believe ſome bad 
Men will never forgive, but I hope the beſt 
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Patriots will never forget, his Name will be 
had in everlaſting remembrance. 


Now to apply all to the preſent Royal 
Family who have ſowed in Tears, and to our- 
ſelves, who have gone forth wreping and 
bearing precious Seed; and to come cloſe to the 
Buſineſs of this joyful Day. The Unfortu- 
nate, but Pious Princeſs the Lady Elizabeth, 
Daughter to King Fames I. Grandmother to 
his Preſent Majeſty, was Married to the 
Elector Palatine: They both ſuffered much for 
Righteouſneſs ſake ; having loſt Bobemia and 
the Pa/atinate, being driven out of all by the 
Rage and Power of Papiſts. GoD was plea- 
ſed ro cauſe them to wander in the Wilderneſs 
in a low Eſtate, to ſeek Protection and Nou- 
riſhment in Foreign Lands; and ſhe met 
with a Succeſhon of Sorrows, being fed with 
the Bread of Affliction, and having Tears given 
her to Drink in a great meaſure; her Soul was 
exceedingly led with the Scorning of thoſe 
that were at Eaſe, and with the Contempt of 
the Proud, Good Lady, ſhe was caſt into an 
Ocean of Calamities, having no outward 
Blefling but a multitude of Children; to thoſe 
that are afflicted, Pity ſhould be ſhewed by 
their Friends: But to add to her Sorrows, 
which were exceeding great, ſhe was but 
meanly Supported by her Father's Houſe. 
This vertuous Lady had little left but Prayers 
and Tears ; of theſe a large quantity were

It was with juſt ad- 
miration the Diſciples ſaid of our Bleſſed Sa- 
viour ; Behold how the Winds and Seas obey him: 
Now, conſider how theſe were on our Side, 
both at the Revolution, and at his preſent M a- 
JESTY's glorious Acceſſion ; I know, this is 
an Argument that muſt be tenderly us d; then 
the Wind favoured them to avoid ingaging 
with the Engliſh Fleet: And when they were 
carried beyond the Place they intended to 
Land at; how quickly did it chop about to 
bring their Ships in and out of the Harbour, 
and then a Storm broke the Fleet that was 
againſt them. 


WHEN his preſent MajztsTy made his 
Paſſage at a Seaſon when the Seas are rough, 
the Winds high, and Sailing begins to be dan- 
gerous; how did Go Db guide both the one 
and the other, ſo that he came ſafely in the 
midſt of us: When he entred the Capital to go 
to his Palace, the Heavens ſmiled upon him;
